Should a Mole Be Removed? 


By HIRMAN M. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


MOLES, technically known as 
pigmented nevi, occur in the 
most varied shapes, sizes and 
colors. They may be flat or raised, 
smooth or crusty. Their color 
ranges 
from 
yellow 
through 
brown to blue-black, and they 
may vary from pinpoint to three 
or four inches in size. Nor is any 
part of the body immune from 
them. Though they appear most 
often on the arms and legs, they 
are also seen on the face and, 
sometimes, even on the palms 
and soles. 
The most common type of mole 
Is soft and smooth and slightly 
raised above the skin. The flat 
mole is usually of a deeper hue 


It is not practical to remove nil 
moles whether they are colored 
or not. The number of moles 
which become malignant is small. 
However, any mole, whether it is 
pigmented or not, occurring in a 
location where it is subjected to 
injury or irritation, should be re­ 
moved. Thus, the removal of any 
moi? s on the palms or soles is 
indicated. 
The same Is true concerning 
moles on the face in men, since 
repealed shaving over the mole 
may lead to infection, bleeding, 
and even malignant changes. 
Moles can be removed in sev­ 
eral ways, such as by electrolysis, 
freezing, burning, or simple sur­ 
gery. However, In all cases, it is 
important to make sure that the

T T T ASWNGTON—The Rtd Crow is going on a wartim# baal*, but 
W with a difference, because the "wartime” ta different. A long, 
drawn-out "cold” war that may turn "hot” with the dropping of one 
atomic bonib presents staggering problems to this agency. 
These problems are made no lighter by the fact that the Red Cross 
Is a quasi-govemmenta! agency; expected to carry a large share of 
the national civilian defense program, but without 
any military or government authority (or govern­ 
ment funds! to get the work done. 
This is what the Red Cross is faced with: 
Training 20 million or more men, w'omen and 
children in first aid. Including new means of aiding 
victims of atomic attack. 
Training (or retraining World W ar II volunteers) 
250,000 nurses aides for hospital duty to relieve 
the civilian nursing- shortage caused by military 
demands. 
Organizing disaster units in every community for 
emergency duty in feeding and providing shelter 
J*} for victims of war. 
Building up a stockpile of one million units of 
blood plasma for use by the armed services. (It 
takes two and one-half million donations to stock­ 
pile one million units of plasma. And this does not take into account 
donations needed for civilian use or donations of whole blood for 
Immediate shipment to Korea.) 
STAGGERING as the outlined program appears, the Red Cross 
could tackle it if they could find some way lo ‘shake the American 


people out of their Inertia. 
“We just can't get them up onto their feet and out doing the 
things on which their very lives may depend," one national Red Cross 
official very informally put it. 
The most obvious ways of recruiting volunteers to take the first 
aid training—though schools, factories and offices—now are being 
employed by the Red Cross. 
Trained instructors from more than 300.000 local chapters are busy 
training school teachers and factory and business foremen to be 
instructor*. Theae teachers and foremen in turn will teach the first 
aid method* to their classes and fellow workers. 
Even the smallest of school children are being trained. Those under 
14 year* of age are given a apecial “junior” course. 
The new atomic attack training does not differ too much from 
standard course* taught during World War II. As one Red Cross 
instructor explained: "The radiation injuries are the ones that catch 
the public's imagination. But actually most of the victims of atomic 
attack, that could be helped, would be victims of blast, wounds, 
shock.** 
•

THE GREATEST DIFFERENCE in the World War II courses and 
the new first aid classes is the emphasis put on training to care for 
great masses of victims—perhaps IOO or more to each aide. Instruction 
is being given in how to determine which victims deserve first atten­ 
tion; which ajre able enough to walk to a> first aid station. 
The national Red Cross is working very closely with the National 
Civil Defense Administration in planning for disaster. This pattern 
is being followed in every community, large and small. 
as fast as civilian defense setups are organized. In 
organized Chicago, for example, the Red Cross has 
been asked to take over the training in first aid afid 
home nursing of all civil defense workers. 
To meet its semi-w'ar needs—and to keep its peace­ 
time program as stable as possible—the Red Cross will have to double 
its roster of 225.000 trained, regular volunteers. In every community 
drivers, first aid instructors, nurses aids, staff workers are needed. 
Th* Red Cross can t "draft", recruits. It must depend on volunteers.

March 19-The 
eorn-fever germ has been turned 
loose in Jasper County, Missouri, 
by C. F. Witter, a fertilizer deal­ 
er 
here 
who

thought 25 bushels an acre was 
about their speed are 
shooting 
for the 100-BuhheI Club. 
Witter asked County Agent 
Virgil Sapp to test the soil on 
his 300-acre farm. Sapp pre­ 
scribed ammonium nitrate as 
a side dressing after some 0- 
12-12 plowed dowr in the Fall 
and some 4-12-12 on corn 
at 
planting time. 
Witter dosed land and his 1949 
corn crop was nothing short of 
spectacular for that part of the 
“Show-me” state. His fertilized 
corn made 70 bushels an acre. 
Soon fertilizer was the subject 
of conversation wherever farm­ 
ers met. Witter offered to side- 
dress one acre of corn free for 
any farmer in the area, the cus­ 
tomer paying only for the am­ 
monium nitrate. Additional acres 
would be treated for $1 
each. 
Soon two fulltime crews were 
running fertilizer outfits.

PRIZES

for the three highest yields from 
the one-acre plots. First prize, a 
ton of ammonium nitrate, went 
to co-winners Rama Jones, land­ 
lord, 
and his 
tenants, 
Rouis 
Wade and Wayne Jackson, for a 
yield of 115.9 bushels. 
In all, six men made the 100- 
Bushel Club last year. Witter is 
confident his idea raised 10.000 
bushels of corn worth $14,000 in 
3950. 
Four out of every five farmers 
who made the acre test in 1950 
want to put nitrogen on all their 
corn in 1951. 
Again two side- 
dressing crews will be at work. 
Witter hopes only to break even 
at the $1 an acre charge. It is a
